A county that went for Trump is shaken as immigrant neighbors start disappearing

LONG BEACH, Pacific County — 
Named after a character in a cow- 
boy book, Police Chief Flint 
Wright describes himself as pretty 
conservative. 

A portrait of Ronald Reagan 
hangs in his office, along with 
photos of John Wayne, and his 
father and grandfather on horses 
— capturing the rural lifestyle of 
Pacific County, which curves 
around Willapa Bay in the state’s 
southwest corner. 

He doesn’t talk about it much, 
but he voted for Donald Trump, 
helping Pacific County go with the 
Republican presidential candidate 
for the first time in decades. 
Among other things, he liked 
Trump’s promise to secure the 
borders. Economic migrants are 
not a problem in his mind — he’s

seen how hard they work — but he 
wondered, “Who’s coming with 
them?” Terrorists, he feared. 

Then came the July arrest of 
Mario Rodriguez by U.S. Immigra- 
tion and Customs Enforcement 
(ICE). 

“I was kind of in shock, to be 
blunt with you,” Wright said. 

Rodriguez, whose visa had ex- 
pired, had lived in the area for 
more than a dozen years. He had 
worked in bilingual education and 
periodically tipped police to trou- 
ble spots. 

“He was real pro-law enforce- 
ment,” the police chief said. 
“Shoot, anybody would like to 
have him as a neighbor.” 

Trump, on the campaign, had 
talked about kicking out Mexican 
“drug dealers, criminals, rapists.” 
And that’s the kind of immigration

Trump: Putin

DANANG, Vietnam — With 
new details emerging about 
contacts between Russian offi- 
cials and advisers to President 
Donald Trump’s 2016 presiden- 
tial campaign, Trump again 
declined to press concerns about 
Russian interference in the elec- 
tion last year with Russian Presi- 
dent Vladimir Putin while the 
two leaders met in Vietnam Sat- 
urday.
